(Currently Amended) A method of presenting an interactive [[a]] digital video work that can 
customize the content presented after branching points to a particular viewer based upon the 
viewer's preferences, the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a plurality of potentially viewable digital vid e o scenes to deliver 
information content to a viewer in modul e s containing ono or more soqucnc e s of 
such sc e n e s ; 

(b) delivering some of the scenes to the viewer as the branching points at which 
altemative decisions are presented to the viewer that will determine the next scene 
sequence to be presented to the viewer determining probabl e personal pr e fer e nc e s of 
categories of \iew e rs ; 

(c) for each altemative decision at each branching point, having available to present to 
the viewer a scene sequence corresponding to the altemative decision producing 
some of such scenes as alt e mativ e sc e nes having content that is associated to such 
personal pr e f e r e nc e s ; 

(d) enabling the view to select one of the altemative decisions obtaining information 
about a particular viewer in order to charact e rize the viewer as having a p e rsonal 
proforcnce, th e information obtain e d interactively from the vi e wer ;

2. (Currently Amended) A method as in claim 1 , wherein the work is used for marketing 
products or services to potential purchasers, the plurality of potentially viewable digital 
scenes conveying information about a include containing pot e ntially viewabl e scen e s about 
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such products or services; and the personal preferences are preferences for the use of such 
products or services. 

3. (Currently Amended) A method for presenting an interactive [[a]] digital video work for 
marketing products or services to potential purchaser s, vyherein content of the interactive 
digital video v/ork can be customized who can customize content based upon each viewer's 
decisions vi e wer pref e r e nc e s , the method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a plurality of potentially viewable scenes to deliver to a viewer in a 
plurality of modules, each module containing potentially viewable scenes about a 
product or service; 

(b) in at least one of the modules, presenting to the viewer a set of alternative decisions^ 
each alternative decision determining that allow the vi e v > ^er to d e t e rmin e an order in 
which a subsequent module will be presented; 

(c) enabling the viewer to select [[make]] one of the alternative decisions; 

(d) in each module that can be presented in a different order, providing neutral scenes in 
which the content is not dependant upon the order in which the module is viewed, 
and providing sets of altemative scenes in which the content is dependant upon the 
order in which the module is viewed; 

(e) prompting the viewer to select [[make]] one of the altemative decisions that will 
determine the order of a subsequent module; 

(f) presenting to the viewer neutral scenes interspersed with altemative scenes that 
correspond to the viewer's selected one of the altemative decisions and are 
appropriate to the relative order in which the subsequent module is presented. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method as in claim 3, wherein the work is used for marketing goods

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or services to potential purchasers, the plurality of potentially viewable digital scenes 
conveying information about a include containing potentially viewable sc e n e s about such 
goods or services; and the step of presenting to the viewer neutral scenes interspersed with 
alternative scenes that correspond to the viewer's selected one of the alternative decisions 
and are appropriate to the relative order in which the module is presented includes 
presenting alternate scenes to avoid repeating information aheady conveyed to the viewer in 
previous scenes. 

5. (Currently Amended) A method for presenting an interactive digital video work information 
used for marketing products or services to potential purchasers , wherein content of the 
mteractive digital video work can be customized who can customize th e cont e nt of the 
present e d information based upon each viewer's decisions interactive viewer choices , the 
method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a plurality of potentially viewable scenes to deliver to a viewer in a 
plurality of modules, each module corresponding to a product or service, wherem the 
potentially viewable scenes of each such module provide information about 
attributes of the product or service; 

(b) for attributes which are common to more than one product or service, producing 
some of the potentially viewable scenes to provide comprehensive information about 
the attribute and alternative scenes to provide abbreviated information about the 
attribute; 

(c) delivering some of the potentially viewable scenes to the viewer as branching points 
at which altemative decisions are presented that will determine a scene sequence to 
be presented to the viewer pr e senting to the viewer altemativ e d e cisions that allow 
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tho view e r to select an order in which modul e s will be present e d ; 

(d) enabling the viewer to select [[make]] one of the alternative decisions; 

(e) prompting the viewer to select [[make]] one of the alternative decisions; and 

(f) in response to the viewer's selected one of the altemative decisions, presenting to the 
viewer, in each module that correspond to the selected [[by the]] altemative decision 
and that can be presented in a different order, the scenes providing comprehensive 
information for attributes not previously presented to the viewer in an earlier module 
and the altemative scenes providing abbreviated information for attributes 
previously presented to the viewer in an earlier module. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method for presenting an interactive digital video work information 
ttsed for marketing products or services to potential purchasers , wherein content of the 
interactive digital video work can be customized who can customize th e cont e nt of the 
present e d information based upon each viewer's decisions int e ractiv e view e r choic e s , the 
method comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a plurality of potentially viewable scenes to deUver to a viewer in a 

plurality of modules, each module corresponding to a product or service, wherem the 
potentially viewable scenes of each such module provide information about 
attributes of the product or service; 

b) in at least one module, providing basic scenes which provide information about an 
attribute that are presented to the viewer when the module is viewed, and providing 
a set of altemative scenes which are only presented to the viewer in response to an 
interactive request by the viewer for additional information; 

(c) presenting to the viewer at branching points that follow following a basic scene 
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providing information about an attribute alternative decisions that determine the next 
scene sequence to be presented to the viewer on alt e mative d e cision that allows the 
viewer to r e qu e st or tum down additional infomiation about that attribut e; 

(d) enabling the viewer to select [[make]] one of the altemative decisions; 

(e) prompting the viewer to select [[make]] one of the altemative decisions; and 

(f) presenting to the viewer in response to the viewer's selected altemative decision 
requ e sting additional information the set of altemative scenes that correspond to the 
selected altemative decision providing additional inform a^en. 

7. (Previously Presented) A method as in claim 6, further comprising the steps of: 

(g) for attributes which are common to more than one product or service, recalling 
whether the viewer made an altemative decision regarding the same attribute in a 
earlier viewed module, and 

(h) if the viewer has made an altemative decision requesting or declining additional 
information about the same attribute in a previously viewed module, not prompting 
the viewer to make the same decision in a later module. 
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
